PREFACE: 


LTHOU OG the great encreaſe of knowledge 
in this kingdom is in general known, yet few 
who live remote from the capital are able to form an 
adequate idea of the yaſt improvements made within 
this century, not only in the more abſtruſe ſciences, 
but alſo in the arts and conveniencies of life ; for 
the truth of which aſſertion, I appeal to the nume- 
rous advertiſements in our daily papers, and other

Perhaps the republication of 
theſe laſt notices may be by ſome perſons deemed re- 
prehenſible. To them it may be anſwered, that as 
they are ſolely introduced in order to illuſtrate the 
ſtate of our natural improvements, it cannot in juſtice 
be eſteemed indecent. Indeed, where public infor- 
mation is concerned, even more indecent publications

Even our nui- - 
fances are metamorphoſed into gratifications by the 
ſuperior ſkill of our mechanicks; as is ſhewn in (78) 
Mr. Proſſer's improvements on water-cloſets, where 
their natural offenfiveneſs is not only ſubjected, but 
they are tranſpoſed to the agreeable ſide of the equa- 
tion, and the queſtion is converted from which is the 
leaſt offenſive, to-that of which 1s the ſweeteſt. 

Nor are there wanting able inſtructors and guides 
to every ſpectes of buſineſs. Thus all matters re- 
ſpecting the purchaſe and ſale of livings, and other 
eècleſiaſtical preferments, are tranſacted in the moſt li- 
beral manner, and with the ſtricteſt integrity, by (61) 
a beneficed clergyman in the univerſity of Cambridge, 
at his chambers in the Temple. And ſhould your 
ambition incite you to figure in the ſtate, or your ne- 


ceſſities impel you to the finances, (62) the Gen- 


tleman up one pair of ſtairs at No. 15, in the King's- 
bench Walks, generouſly offers to point out the 
doubtful road. | 

The ſcience of adorning and beautifying the hu- 
man form ſeems to be ſyſtematically cultivated by 
many artiſts of all denominations, as 1s evident from 
the inſtitutions of academies for hair-dreſſing; and 
among the gentlemen of the comb and razor, it 
would be wrong to paſs over the two men who have
